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l» As a result of discussions regarding the assignment, 
utilisation and control of airmen fir© fighters and dog handlers, 
the following suggestions were made: 

A. Assign the airmen to an established 
Air Fore© unit {possibly March or 
Hell is AFB) and detail them to duty 
at the operating location. In this 
case it would be necessary to afford 
the designated USAF unit with 
Category Z examp t ion to cover these 
airmen, else it would penal is© the 
unit with respect to promotions, 
levies, etc. ; 

0. Assign the airmen to an Air Force unit 
and attach them to one at the organ- 
isations of the 1007th Air Intelligence 
Service Group for administration with 
duty at ......... It would be 

necessary to exempt these positions 
under Category Z for the same reason® 
specified in A above . Under this system, 
the 1007th Group would be assisting by 
handling the administration of these 
individual®. It would also afford a 
degree of control over these airmen, 
e.g. , monitoring replacement actions 
and security controls. Promotion 
control, however, would remain with the 
0SAF unit to which the individuals are 
assigned. 

C. Assign these airmen directly to a unit 
of the 1007th AIS Group and concurrently 
provide them with a document stating 
that the individuals are being assigned 
on a non-re imbursab Le basis and that 
they will be non-chargeable to Agency 
ceiling. In lieu of furnishing a 
document as described above. It is

^hich would be created under the 10550th 
Special Activities Wing and placed with 
the 1007th AIS Group for administration, 
in this instance, the spaces would be 
determined in advance by U8AF and 
allotted at the time the organisation 
Is authorized .
